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Jurisdiction must be found in, and derived from, the law by constitutional or statutory provisions and cannot be 
otherwise conferred, assumed, or denied. 


The jurisdiction of the courts is derived from the law,! particularly the law that creates? and organizes the courts,° and is vested 
in the courts by the constitution or statutes, or a combination of the two.” Jurisdiction can only be conferred by the constitution 
or statutes® and cannot be conferred by the parties’ or assumed, conferred,” or denied by the courts except as provided by the 


law.!° The courts’ inherent powers as courts'! are not a source of jurisdiction, |” nor are statutory grants of particular judicial 


powers, as necessary to carry out the courts' jurisdiction, a source of that jurisdiction. i 


The law of another state does not confer jurisdiction on a court beyond the local law of the court. i 
Jurisdiction may be conferred by necessary implication from a constitutional or statutory provision, 1° as from express terms 


delineating the class of cases and persons within the courts' jurisdictional authority. i 
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Court's authority to act in a particular class of cases is conferred solely by constitutional or statutory provisions, and it cannot 
be conferred on a court or denied to a court by the acts of the parties or the procedures they employ. Huber v. Hanson County 
Planning Commission, 2019 SD 64, 936 N.W.2d 565 (S.D. 2019). 


Wyoming courts derive their jurisdiction from the Wyoming Constitution and from statutes enacted by the Wyoming legislature.
